GENEVA (UPI) — The 17- 
nation general disarmament con­ 
ference opened today under a 
cloud of pessimism.

Omar Loutfi welcomed the dde- 
gates from four NATO, five Com­ 
munist and eight neutral nations 
in behalf of pie United Nations, 
under whose 'auspices the confer­ 
ence is being held. A fifth NATO 
country, France, refused to at­ 
tend because President Charles 
de Gaulle felt any talks here un 
der present conditions would be 
futile.

BOSTON (UPI) - Edward M. 
(Ted) Kennedy, youngest brother 
of the President, formally an­ 
nounced his candidacy today for 
the Democratic nomination 
as 
U.S. senator. 


The 30-year-old Kennedy thus 
challenged 
Massachusetts Atty. 
Gen. Edward J. McCormack Jr., 
nephew of U.S. House Speaker 
John W. McCormack, for the 
party 
nomination. 
McCormack 
made his announcement March 5. 
Kennedy’s statement said; “I 
am announcing today my candi­ 


dacy for the Senate of the United 
States. I make this decision in 
full knowledge of the obstacles I 
will face, the charges that wiU 
be made and the heavy responsi­ 
bilities of the office to which I 
aspire." 


The contest this year is for the 
two years remaining in the Sen­ 
ate term vacated by the Presi­ 
dent after his election in 1960 as 
Chief Executive. 
The younger Kennedy’s refer­ 
ence to the “charges that will

Second Hearing Is Stormy 
Grand Jury To Get JP Parto’s 
Case As Charges Are Refiled

Justice of the Peace James V. 
Parto of Tullytown last night was 
held for the Bucks County Grand 
Jury on embezzlement charges 
stemming from his alleged failure 
to turn in $490 in fines paid him 
jy shoplifters. The case goes be­ 
fore the grand jury tomorrow in 
county court. 
Parto was released on $1,000 
ball at the hearing held before 
Langhorne Justice of the Peace 
John W. Beiler. 
The fines which Parto is ac­ 
cused of withholding go back to 
June of 1959. The alleged infrac­ 
tions extend to December of 1961 
— a span of two and one-half 
years — according to last night’s 
testimony. 
Parto was held for the Grand 
Jury despite his attorney’s re­ 


peated attempts to have the case 
dismissed. 
Attorney 
James 
Fitzcharles, 
during the one and one-half hour 
session: 
1. Sought to have Beiler dis­ 
qualify himself because of what 
Fitzcharles termed “prejudice." 
Beiler is an employe in the county 
treasurer’s office where the fine 
money is turned in. 
14 Charges Dropped 


2. Objected to “hearsay" testi­ 
mony on the part of county de­ 
tective Frank Jacob. Fitzcharles 
maintained that Jacob's testimony 
wasn't legally admissable because 
he didn't have the original records 
in bis possession. 
3. Contended that the complaint 
failed to give specific dates when 
the infractions occurred. 


Fitzcharles succeeded Monday 
in having the 14 criminal charges 
against Parto quashed by Bucks 
County Judge Edward G. Blester 
when the attorney established that 
the 14 counts failed to give dates 
and times of the alleged offenses. 


Last night, however, JP Belier 
ruled that the Commonwealth had 
established a prima facie case 
when detective Jacob testified 
that he had talked with a number 
of the shoplifters. He then pro­ 
duced the names of about IO 
offenders and the dates of their 
arrests.

Dr. Linus Pauling, Nobel prize 
winner and nuclear physicist, for 
40 years on the staff of the Cali­ 
fornia Institute of Technology, 
spoke to a packed house at Falls 
Friends Meeting last night. 
He described in great detail 
the effects of nuclear fallout on 
the chemical composition of the 
human genes and gave his pre­ 
diction that with continued testing 
there would be accumulative af­ 
fects on the production of abnor­ 
mal children. 
His topic was "Science and In­ 
ternational Relations." 
Dr. Pauling also outlined the 
mathematical probabilities of in­ 
creased destruction 
which 
the 
further 
refinement 
of 
nuclear 
weapons would bring, unless nu­ 
clear disarmament was agreed to 
by both U.S. and Russia. 
Principal Speaker 
He was the principal speaker 
at a World Affairs Forum under 
the auspices of the Friends Serv­ 
ice Association held last night in 
Fallsington. 
Other speakers included 
Dr. 
James Dougherty, a professor of 
political science at St. Joseph's 
College. In contrast to Dr. Paul­ 
ing, Dr. Dougherty supported con­ 
tinuing nuclear testing. 
Also, Stewart Meacham of the 
American Friends Servke Com­ 
mittee, spoke briefly. Meacham 
favored unilateral disarmament— 
and the end of nuclear testing be­ 
cause of the terrific damages 
which would result from atomic 
warfare. 
Dr. Pauling, in his late 60s and 
silver haired, presented his facts 
in a very lucid, carefully worked 
out manner.

PITTSBURGH (UPI) — 
Negotiations on a new con­ 
tract in the nation's basic 
steel industry resumed to­ 
day u n d e r presidential 
urging. An air of cordiality 
which prevailed among top 
bargainers d u r i n g two 
weeks of earlier talks ap­ 
peared to be missing. 
A solemn-faced David J. Mc­ 
Donald, president of the United 
Steelworkers Union, told news­ 
men: 
“We are resuming exploratory 
talks upon the insistence of Presi­ 
dent Kennedy. I have no further 
comment.” 
Far Apart 
He then cut short additional 
questioning and led his union 
committee into the same confer* 
ence room in a downtown hotel 
where the discussions had broken 
off abruptly the night of March 
2 with the two sides reporting 
they were “far apart" in their 
proposals. 
The industry team, headed by 
United States Steel's R. Conrad 
Cooper, arrived a short time later 
and offered no comment. 
The return to the bargaining 
table was instituted last Wednes­ 
day 
when 
President 
Kennedy 
called upon union and manage­ 
ment in steel to cut short an an­ 
nounced lengthy recess in nego­ 
tiations. 
When the first round of tglks 
broke off 12 days ago, negotiators 
said they would be in recess un­ 
til sometime after May I. 
In his request for the earlier 
resumption, the President also re­ 
newed his plea for a quick agree­ 
ment. 
However, 
prospects 
of 
achieving that end were not as 
bright today as they were when 
the 
McDonald-Cooper 
tea m J 
opened talks here Feb. 15. 
The atmosphere changed quick, 
ly March I when the two tqp 
negotiators announced at their 
daily news conference they could 
report on concrete progress. 
* 
Hie following day they said in 
separate 
statements that they 
were far apart and broke off 
talks. McDonald said they prob­ 
ably 
would not resume 
until 
sometime after May I. But Presi­ 
dent Kennedy, citing the national 
interest, urged them to get to. 
get her again to prevent stock­ 
piling, a move which could prove 
harmful to the current economic 
recovery. 
Steel users here say they are 
buying on a “need" basis and are 
not panicking. They say any boom 
in orders probably would come 
by the beginning of June if no 
contract is signed by that time. 
The present pact covering the 
approximately 430,000 workers in 
the basic steel industry expires 
June 30. It wa* signed in Janu­ 
ary. 1960, after a record 116-day 
strike. 
When Kennedy issued his re­ 
quest last week, union sources In 
Washington said they doubted an 
agreement 
would 
be 
effected 
quickly. They said McDonald and 
his aides would probably assume 
a get-tough attitude and refuse to 
pare union demands. 
The stumbling block appears to 
center on a difference of one per­ 
centage point. The USW reported­ 
ly is asking for a 3 per cent in­ 
crease, about 12 cents an bour 
per man, in wages and fringe 
benefits. “Big Steel" is said to be 
offering 2 per cent in the package, 
or 8 cents per manhour.
